Alcohol Production 
Is Being Increased 


(By Associated Praaa.) 
Washington, Oct. 
15.—A big in­ 
crease in production of alcohol in the 
United States is evidenced in com­ 
merce department reports today, esti­ 
mating molasses imports during 1925 
at 299,000,000 gallons, an increase of 
48 per cent over 1924 and 600 per 
cent over 1913. 
This commodity is used largely in 
making industrial alcohol. There also 
was a heavy production of molasses 
in the United States,

Harrisburg. — The average Penn­ 
sylvania 1 farm contained 
81 
acres 
and*produced important Crops Vftlufcd 
at $1,291 in 1925 Frank P. Willits, 
secretary of agriculture, announced 
recently. The figures are ba*ed on a 
report by the bureau df statistics and 
cover com, wheat, oats, rye, »ock- 
wheat, potatoes, tame hay and fruits. 
Lehigh, Schuylkill and Cumberland 
were the three ranking counties in 
the valin of their crops per farm, al­ 
though their farms were below the 
state average in size. The production 
of the average farm in Lehigh was 
placed at $2,873, in Schuylkill at $2,- 
065 and in Cumberland at $2,000. 
The average farm produced 362 
bushels of corn, 113 bushels of wheat, 
199 bushels of oats, 127 bushels of po­ 
tatoes and 21 tons of hay.
